A PROTEST AGAINST THE PRIEST,

¥Who Wanted to Deliver at Least One En-
glish Sermon to the Young Folks
Each Sunday.

AN IXDIGNATION MEETING HELD,

And Besolutioms Adopled Oriticising the Action of Their
Own Paster.

An indignation meeting composed of the
members of Bt Joseph's German Catholie
Church, at the corper of Franklin and Man-
buttan streets, Allegheny, was held in the
Euterprise Bauk building, on Beaver ave-
uue, iast evening, to protest apaiost the
action of their pastor, Rev. Teter Kauf-
maan, The latter surprised his congrega-
tion last Sunday by ansouncing that here-
a’ter the 8§ o'clock mass, Sundsy mornings,
would be in Eaglish for the benefit of the
Enghsh portion of the congregation.

Many of his members raised their voices
st onee agzinst the departure from the ac-
customed mode of worship, but the pastor
snuounced that he had received the per-
mission of the bishop to bold the English
service, and be proposed to do so. His
determination in the matter seemed to raise
the ire of his people, and early in the week
2 movemeni was inangurated to have a
mesting of the members called.

Noatices were sent 10 all the members of
the congregation yesterday morning, which
read something like this: “Please attend a
meeting o! the members of St. Joseph's con-
gregation, to-might, ut Eaterprise Hall.
Business of importance to yourself and the
congregation will be transactrd.”

ORGANIZATION OF THE MEETING.

About 150 fumilies were represented at
the meeting, and none were admiited but
members of the congregation. An organiza-
tion was formed by electing Wiiliam Krau-
dell us President; Maurice Blattper, Vice
President; Joseph Kaiser, Secretary; Louis
Happ, Assistaut Secretary.

Chairman Kraudell stated che objects of
the meeting, aud he was followed by several
members of the coogregation, who ex-
pressed their wviews in wvery plain terms
And many were the ecosures heaped upon
toeir pastor’s head. Maurice Alenhoven

made the most seathing speech of the
eveuing. He referred to  the re-
cent  election inm Wisconsin, and said:
There the Catholies and Lutherans

used their combined effort to destroy the
Beuneit law, and they wop. But hereisa
wan whe, in the face of all that, wants w0
denart from all the rules of the church, and
teacn our children Eaglish, when they have
evary opporinnity elsewbere to learn the
laggunge. ™

Iohert Kress also made a speech in which
he criticised the action of the pastor severely,
saving that be had only made the announce.
ment for the benefit of about 20 families in
the congregation, who speak English, and
the majority of them belong to an adjoining
parish. .

NOW WITH THE JURY.

THE FATE OF EDDIE MYERS WILL SOON
BE DECIDED.

A Long Night Session Required to Com-
plete the Case—An Eloquent Appeal for
the Defendant by Attorney Robb—The
Judge's Charge.

The trial of Edward Myers, on the charge
of killing his aunt, drew to s close last
night, and it is now for the jury to ssy what
will be his fate. An extra sessiap of eourt
was held last night, to give a chance for the
arguments to be made, after which the judge
delivered his charge and gave the case to
the jury.

The forenoon was {=ken up in evidence
for the defense, Miss Harriett Cooley, the
lady who was engaged to marry Myers,
testified that he had only given her n plain
gold ring and a basket of fowers. Gilbert
Walker testified to baving purchased s re-
volver from Myers. Corwin Myers testified
o having purchased a revolver from the de-
fendant after Miss Douglass’ death. He
worked for Myersand had aeverkoown him
and his aunt to quarrel.

A Contractor Blames the Superin-
tendent for the Delay in

FINISHING THE NEW POSTOFFICE.

Postmaster McKean Will Telegraph to the
Department, and

EXPECTS THAT A CHANGE WILLBE MADE

Postmnster MeKean has become fatigued
by the delay in the completion of the new
Governmeat building, and will to-day tele-
graph to Postmaster General Wanamaker a
detailed nccount of the shape the building
ismow in. This will result, it is expected
by Postmaster McKean, in the removal of
Buperintendent Maloue.

The moving cause for this action was the
visit of Mr. Buts, & member of the Pennsyl-

E. Newlin, Evy., lor the defense. John
5. Robb, By, leading ocounsel for
the defense, spoke from 3:15 to 6 o'clock.
He revie the apd made
a strong appeal for “his client. It
was during Mr. b’s argument thst Mvyers
for the first time during the trial gave way
to his feelings. It was at the point where
the attorpey feelingly alluded 1o the love
existing between the prisoner and his aunt.
AMr, Robb concluded his argnment by in-
forming the jury that there must be no hall-
way verdiet—they must either convict
Myers of murder in the first degree or scquit
him,

‘When the court reconvened at 7 o’clock
Distriet Attorney Johnston began the elos-
ing address to the jury om behalf of the
Commonweslth, His address lasted two
hours and 20 minutes, and was a most forei-
ble arraignment of the testimony presented.
At the conclusion Attorney b asked
the Judge to state to the jury that there was
no evidence to show either manslaughter or
second degree mwurder.

CANNOT BE MANSLAUGHTER.

The Judge would not sav there were no
grounds for the second degree verdict, but
said it could oot be manslanghter. The
Judge's charge occupied an hour and five
minutes. He prefaced it by stating that the
jury were the judges, and they must find
tor themiselves from the facts and the evi-
dence and mot from what he would say.
Countinuing, the Judge said that if the
jory tound that Myers did mnot fire
the revolver then he is innocent., If he did
fire it then he is guilty of murder and it
was for the jury to say if of firss de-
gree or of d degree. *1 think, how-
ever,"" he added, it is a fair case for vou to
say whether it is first degree or second de-
gree.” As to this be reviewed the testi-
wouny of Myers' abuse of his sunt, which
might support a reasonable assumption that
Le had shot her in a fit of passion and re-
gurdless of the consequences.

In conclusion, he passed on the points of
law submitied by the defense, and the case
went to the jury. Court was then ad-

A DISMAL PROSPECT.

Postmaster McKean, in speaking of the
muatter yesterday, said: “At the rate of
progress of the past six weeks we will never
get into the building. We are in terribly
cramped quarters here, and have no room to
spread, although the business done in this
office 1 increasing daily. We were prom-
ised that our new quarters should be ready
for ocoupancy by October 1, but that date
has long sinee passed, and we are no nearer
than we were four months

“Nearly sll the contracts have been let
for the building, and the contractors are
awaiting an opportunity to completa their
work. On August 1 the roof was ready for
the slaters to begin work, but so far not a
slate has been placed in position. The plas-
terer has his men and material in the buoild-
ing, but he cannot do a thing until the roof
is fioished, beeause if it happened to rain, &
not unusual event in this neigbbhorhood, the
plastering would have to be done all over
sgain, Now, suppose the work of finishing
the roof is commenced at onge, the wenther
may get cold and frosty. This would effect-
vally stop the plastering, and the carpenters,
who are wailing upon the plasterers, are
also held back indefinitely.

EXPECTS A CHANGE NOW.

*“Now, Mr. Malone is a first-elass archi-
tect and engineer, and no man better under-
stands his work, Yet no progress worth
mentioning is being made. Mr, Patterson,
the Demoeratic Snperintendent, made things
move at & lively rote, and made a good
record for himsel . At that time the build-
ing was in such shape that it needed con-
stunt and careful supervision; vow there is
nothing but straight-away work to be done.

1 would like to get into the new postofhice
before my term expires. but, at the present
rate of progress, it does not seem at all prob-
able. I expect that immediate and decisive
action will be taken by the Postmaster Gen-
eral upon receipt of my telegram.”

NOT SO MUCH WASTE

In Some of the Pittsburg Mills as the
English Visitors Thought.

EFFORTS MADE TU ECONOMIZR

The Most Unavoidable Toss in the Man-
nfucture of Wronght Pipe.

GREAT IMPROVEMENT OVER OLD TIMES

During the recent visit of the Iron and
Bteel Tostitute to this eity, many of the dele-
gates commented on what they termed a
“terrible waste of material” in the mills
and various other manufacturing establish-
ments through which they were invited to
go, These asserlions caused some alarm
among the local manufacturers, as they had
always shown a tendency to economize, and
every effort has been made of late yemis to
keep apace with the trinmphs of invention
by devising ways and means by which the
waste product could be utilized.

However, there are industries in which
the waste cannot be avoided, and that the
wuste exists in the Pittsburg mills to an
alarming extent eannot be denied. 1t may
be that this waste results in no aciual loss
to the manufacturer, bat if not, it is added
to the cost of production and thersby the
priee of the finished material is increased.

The lossin the manulscture of wrought
pipe is probablv greater than in any other in-
dustry. Mr. Boles, of the American Tube
and Iron Company, was seen in regard to
this matter yesterday, and he said:

BOME WASTE A TOTAL LOSS,

“In our mills we have a waste of material
which is always a total loss. 1t occurs
through sealing, scarfing, trimming and
turning. The waste will probably amount
to several tons a day, and as we pay $45 a
ton for the iron and ean only get §18 and §19
for scrap, we are losers to a considerable ex-
tent. With usthere is no possible way 1o
use up the serap. A few companies have
rolling mills of their own, and they work
the material over the secoud time, thereby
reduciog the loss,"

Mr. Miller, of Miller, Metealf & Parkin,
proprietors of the Crescent Steel Works,
said there was not so much loss in their
works, because they are able to work over
the most of the serap, He continuved: "I
heard some of those comments made by the
British delegates, but I do not believe they
meant an extravagant waste of production.
What I think they referred to was the extra
cost of labor by reason of the waste. The
Eoglish manufacturers are extremely close
themselves, aud anything that looks like
extravagance or waste anywhere else excites
their attention. But the manufacturers
here have slways tried to cut down on the
loss of ‘material, and I think probably it is
a mistaken idea that the actual loss is us
grest as people would be led to believe
through the comments of the British.”

Manager W. L. King, of Junes & Laugh-
lins, Limiled, said: “We bave no loss to
speak of. We work over everything possi-
ble, and what we do not use goes o the
serap pile. And although we do not sell
the serap we do not count that we are losers
to any great extent.

IT IS ALWAYS COUNTED IN,

*'There is just this about it: In every
mill where there is & waste of material there
is an addition to the cost of the finished
work. It iscounted asa part of the cost of
production just the same as the cost of labor
or the wear and teur of muachinery is
counted.”

Apother gentleman connected with one
of the mills said: “The question of what be-
comes of the wasie material has always
been one of interest. And while manufact-
urers are not usually great losers through
this waste, the material itself is used for all

sorts of purposes. For ipstance, the time

wans when slag from lurnaces was dumped
into the river or elsewhere and discarded
entirely. But now it is mined again and
made into asbestos or is used for ballast.

“*A large proportion of the conl mined
along the Monongabela is lost because of
being broken up too fine to be burned with
profit. A device has been Iately put into
use by which the dust is compressed into
blocks, and it is burned like hard ecoal.
Formerly the waste in mills was very
great, but of late years the manufacturers
have been able to either make use of the
material themselves or turn it over to
others.”

DOCTORS WAGE WAR.

Homeopaths Ask Admission to the-
Allegheny General Hospital.

THEY WIX A PIGHT IN COUNCILS.

The Appropriation Urdinance Sent Back fir
Reconstruction.

FEDERAL STREET'S GRADE I8 SETTLED

Allegheny Common Council chamber
was the scere, last night, of a lively tourna-
ment between the allopaths and homeo-

Councilmen took a hand in the fight, for
it sturted over the ordinance sppropriating
$10,000 to the Allegheny General Hospital.
It had passed the Select branch of Coun-
cils, but the homeopath physicians had
awnkened and fought agaiust the city's
mopey being appropristed unless their
school of medicine had a representation in
the hospital. The allopaths fought hard,
but the homevpaths won, and the ordinance
was referred back to the committee for re-
construction.

The special meeting was called to pass the
ordinance for the regrading and paving of
Federal street, from Robinson street to Isa-
bella. The ordinance was passed with enly
Couneilman Drum reflusing to vote.

Then the ordinauce approprinting §10,000
to the Allegheny General Hospital was
called up, and with it came a regular March
storm. Mr. Rudolph was the first kicker.
He said he objected to the ordinance be-
cause the city physician had to go through
too much red tape to get a patient in the
hospital.

START OF THE FIRE.

Mr. Koox started the fire by saving there
should be a representation of homeopathic
physicians in the hospital, sinee both
homeopaths and allopaths contribute the
money which s to be appropriated.

Mr. McDonaid offered an amendment o
the effect that this appropriation should be
made on condition that three homeopathic
vhysicians should have a place on the staff
of the hospital; that they should have
charge of one-sixth of all the charity
patients, and also have the privilege of at-
tending any of their patients who may be
in the hospital.

Chairman Spaman, of the Finanees Com-
mittee, said the two schools would not work
together in burmony, and he was in fuver of
making an appropriation to establish a
homeopathie hospital.

Chairman Hunter also spoke of the red
tape necessary to place a patient in the hos-
pital, and told a touching story of a death
that had resulted only on Thursday trom
the impossibility of gaining admission at
once.

Dr. Pitcairn made a plea for representa-
tion for the homeopaths, but he had hardly
seated himseli when Mr. Thompson made
the siatement:
